MAY PROVE: 
INJURIOUS |

ATIENTS with rheumatoid arth- 
rilis, a discase-in which there 
is so much pain in the joints, quite 
naturally tend to, remain as still as 
possible. To insist that they exer- 
cise tender muscles and © stiffening 
Joints may seem like cruelty, but 
there Is probably .no disorder in 
which exerelse Is of more importance 
becnuse ‘gentle ‘movement at = the 
right the does so.much to prevent 
the deformities and the permanent 
fixing of the joints so characteristic 
of this affliction. 


Propor Posture 


During the carly, acute phase, rest 
in bed is often desirable, but so 
many patients develop deformities 
during this time that it should not 
be prolonged one day beyond what js 
absolutely necessary. What Is need- 
ed is a careful balance between rest 
and exercise, :
